In an April | memo, student 
senators Jean Hoffman, Darold 
Alexander, Gary Kirk and Clifford 
Wood told Giannoni that his 
recent actions “point to a flagrant 
disregard of college rules, the ASI 
constitution and statutes.” 
































Student Senate Chair Jim 
Hollenback has publicly 
threatened a group of senators with 
impeachment “should I find any of 
these individuals’ names on an 
impeachment document.” 






























The threat, made against a 
group of senators who are rumored 
to be preparing a bill of 
impeachment against ASI 
President John Giannoni, came on 
the cover letter of the agenda 
prepared for today’s senate 
meeting, and was addressed to the 
ASI Senate 

The senators, who had earlier 
sent a letter to Giannoni asking for 
his resignation, had, accordin 
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Giannoni resignation? 


Ferris and Hillson received 353 
votes in the ASI general election 
last Wednesday and Thursday, 
Elections Coordinator Willie 
Pelote officially reported yester- 
day. 

Pelote estimates that | .800 valid 
ballots were cast at 10 campus poll- 
ing sites 


They further alleged that Gian- 
noni has failed to perform “those 
duties and responsibilities neces- 
sary to the proper functioning of 
(his) office.” 

Giannoni was requested to res- 
pond to the senators’ request by 3 
p.m. Monday. 

Questioned Monday on 
whether he had any response to the 
resignation request, he said “no, 
not at this time.” 


Retaliation planned 


Hollenback, “greatly impaired the 
integrity and credibility of the 
senate.” 

In the most recent letter, 
Hollenback states, “ . Should | 
find any of these individuals’ 
names on an impeachment 
document, with a list of charges 
similar to those in their letter, I will 
personally file impeachment 
papers against them.” 

Hollenback bases his position 
on his feeling that the senators in- 
volved gave their implied consent 
to Giannoni’s actions by not hav- 
ing filed articles of impeachment to 
date, or otherwise acting to prevent 
Giannoni’s controversial moves in

Ferris defeated five opponents 
in the ASI presidential election. 
His strongest contender, Jim 
Hollenback, current Student 
Senate Chair, received 330 votes. 

The newly - elected student 
government officers will take office 
May 17, the day following 
commencement 

Patti Payne, chair of the ASI

successful in her bid for student 
senate chair. Payne tallied 369 
votes. 

Student senator Gary Kirk, 
candidate for student senate chair, 
came in second with 259 votes.

One of the main attractions of 
the Physics Department was the 
Anechoic Chamber or the “room 
without echoes” located in the 
basement of the science building. It 
is a room with walls designed to ab- 
sorb nearly all the sounds that fall 
upon them. Few sounds are 
reflected back into the room 


These walls will also prevent 
sound originating outside the room 
from getting in. The room 1s 
mounted on large springs to isolate 
it from vibrations coming ‘rom 
other parts of the building. The 
room acts as an isolation chamber

The “object of the game is to 
achieve the personal goals, help 
one’s group achieve its goal, and to

IF. Stone, considered by many 
to be America’s most respected 
independent journalist, will lecture 
today at 11:45 a.m. on the topic 
“Solution for the C 1A” in the 
CSUS men’s gym 

Stone, at 14 began newspaper 
work when he and a classmate 
started a five - cent monthly. The 
Progress 

Later, he wrote editorials for 
the New York Post after dropping 
out of the 
Pennsylvania in 1927 
also a Washington correspondent 
for The Nation during the 19405 
and special correspondent for the 
New York daily, “PM” and its 
successors, The Starand The Com- 
pass. 

When the anti - communist 
witch - hunts of the 1950s dried up 
the circulation of unorthodox 
newspapers, Stone found himself 
out of work. Using old circulation 
lists, he found 5,300 subscribers 
and in 1953 launched I.F. Stone's 
Weekly, a four - page mini - tabloid 
in which he sought to interpret ma- 
jor events 

The Weekly tirst appeared Jan. 
17, 1953 and Stone was the resear-
